INTERVIEW With 
Councilman AL GARZA

ALFREDO GARZA, JR. rides again. Not 
as a cowboy, but as a San Jose Gty Coun¬ 
cilman who recently corralled 100 percent 
of the settler's vote after running for re- 
election unopposed. 

Politically speaking, Garza had his six- 
shooters pointed down the middle of the 
road. That’s where the apparent majority of 
he electorate stood last November. Since 
there was no one to challenge him, he was 
elected without firing a shot. > 

Winning with 66,000 votes- Garza re¬ 
turned to the saddle for his third term in 
office. He was originally appointed to the 
post by former San Jose Mayor Norman 
Minea back in August of 1970. Since then 
Garza has run for office twice on his own 
and won handsomely. 

"I was very lucky to get that kind of 
support," said Garza, sitting behind his City 
Hall desk, looking much younger than his 
39 years. "I suppose I could have technically 
won with a single vote, but instead it was 
66 , 000 ." 

Born in El Paso, Texas, he was raised in a 
migrant family with seven brothers and two 
sisters. The family picked crops throughout 
the southwest before settling in San Jose in 
1946. Garza attended San Jose City Col¬ 
lege and San Jose State University where 
he almost finished his masters degree in 
Public Administration. He has been active 
in numerous Chicano organizations, such as, 
the Mexican American Political Association, 
American G.l. Forum and others. He was 
the director of the Model Cities Program, 
and has helped others by working in their 
political campaign before he became a 
councilman. 

Does Garza see himself as the only Chi¬ 
cano council member and wish there were 
more? 

Sure, said Garza. "There's no reason 
why more Mexican-Americans, Blacks, Phil- 
lipinos, female and other minorities shouldn't 
serve on this council. 

"I'm not in favor of a Chicano, Black or 
female coming in here just to represent their 
special interest. That would be a disservice, 
not only to .their particular interest group, 


but to the city as a whole." 

As a member of a racial minority, does 
Garza look at some issues differently than 
a non-minority? 

Sure," said Garza. "Just due to the fact 
that I came from the Chicano community, 
I'm contacted more often than other coun¬ 
cil members. Therefore I know the issues of 
which minorities speak, and what priorities 
they subscribe to. I present that point of 
view. I present it whether I agree or dis¬ 
agree with it. It's my responsibility to be 
legitimate — to know the facts and present 
them from a minority perspective. 

"It's also my responsibility since, obvious¬ 
ly, I come from the WORKING PEOPLE of 
the community to represent the point of 
view that ALL TOO OFTEN is missing in 
deliberations of government. 

"I ask myself questions—how does the 
guy across the street feel—the clerk, the 
grocery checker—what does he think?/ 

I don t always have the right answer, 
but, by enlarge, I ve been right because I 
haven't just spoken for Al Garza or the 
Chicanos." 

At a certaon point, don't you specifically 
address minority issues? 

"Now in respect to the special issues that 
affect the City internally — yeah, you bet 
your life. I've sat here and I've looked at the 
statistics on employment. And long ago be¬ 
fore it became a vogue for Affirmative Ac¬ 
tion and women's liberation, I was involved 
in why women weren't being promoted. Or 
why there weren't more Chicanos or Blacks 
in City employment. But I haven't been 
beating the drug out there or issuing press 
releases. 

"I haven't tried to embarrass anybody. 
I'm damn interested that the City be legiti¬ 
mate," said Garza. 

What happens when special interest 
groups pack the city council chambers 
shouting, let s have things our way?" 

"Government that buckles down to mass 
pressure like that is weak government," said 
Garza. "If the issues they present are legiti¬ 
mate and are substantiated further by de¬ 
cency and morality, then government 
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should do something about it. In fact, the 
louder I'm yelled at sometimes, the harder 
it is for me to understand what they're say¬ 
ing. Therefore if I don't understand what 
they're saying, I can't take action." 

When an angry mass pf shouting people 
enter the council chambers, does Gana feel 
he' s in jeopardy? 

"No, I never have," said Gana/ "I think 
you have to be strong in your commitment 
that the government does belong to the peo¬ 
ple and if that's how they want to approach 
you — there are limits of course — then 
I'd just as soon hear them out while their 
there. 

"I would hope they would be more precise 
at times. And I would hope they would make 
themselves more factually supportive, rather 
than emotionally inclined. 


(On the other hand) "No, the city council 
doesn't have to take all of that," he said 
"In the past many members of the council 
have walked out. And in the future, it may 
happen again. 

"I happen to be one of those who believe 
we ought to LISTEN to all the people. Hope¬ 
fully, try to calm them down and try to rea¬ 
son with them. And also, hopefully we won't 
continue to IGNORE WHAT THEY'RE SAY¬ 
ING. That means take what they say, re¬ 
search it, and then take some action on but 
not under duress or under attack." 

What is the most effective approach 
when addressing government? 

"The legitimacy of the issue is the most 
important thing," said Garza. "How valid 
is their statement? How valid is the support 
behind that statement? What number of 




people are affected in a positive manner by 
what they're requesting? 

What if the issue is valid and has sup¬ 
port, but affects only a small number of 
people? 

"If it's not detrimental to the overall op¬ 
eration of the City and welfare of the peo¬ 
ple at large, it's ok," he said. 

What is Affirmative Actionll 

"Affirmative Action is the effort to see 
that the City employee composition reflects 
the population of the City as close as pos¬ 
sible. Affirmative Action says that members 
of minorities ought to be looked at very close 
for all of the potential they offer, and not 
just looking at the test scores. Affirmative 
Action also has a means of affording people 
the opportunity to receive some training and 
preparation for the job. We have the Em¬ 
ployment and Training Board. Some people 
don't particularly appreciate it, including 
members of the governmental entities in the 
county and City, etc. But nevertheless, it is 
an Act of Congress and we do receive some 
money and people ought to receive that 
benefit. 

"When I came into office five years ago, 
tests scores were the sole criteria for deter¬ 
mining who would be hired by the City. To-' 
day we have physical agility tests. We also 
have oral interviews to a greater degree, 
and more minorities on oral review boards. 

There are people in the community who 
DISTRUST government because it doesn't 
respond FAST ENOUGH. It's all tied up in 
studies and red tape. How do you feel 
about that? 

"That's largely based on the actual past 
experience of the local, state, and county 
government. I'm not going to sit here and 
tell you that because I'm in government that 
I trust the state or federal government, or 
even, the City government to know what 
they're doing. 

"But I'll say this," Garza continued, "from 
actual experience in this government, I know 
the majority of the people on the San Jose 
City Council GIVE A DAMN about people 
and sincerely try to respond to them. 

"For various reasons, we're not always 
going to agree with the petitioner. And 
that person will go back and say govern¬ 
ment didin't LISTEN to him. Whereas we 
may have listened for hours. We may have 
looked into the matter and to the best of 
our ability and wisdom we didn't agree with 
that person or group. Oh, it's happened 


several times before. 

"It's always easy to kick when you don't 
get your way. 

"Nobody wants to pay more taxes to 
have government operate, not that it op¬ 
erates at maximum efficiently, but at the 
same time everybody wants to receive. 

"And the way we have our government 
system in this country — and we learn this 
from the fifth grade on — government, 
especially local government, doesn't create 
its own money. We don't borrow. We don't 
operate on credit. We need to pay for all 
that we receive. There is only so much to 
pass around. So we play the game of not 
robbing Peter to pay Paul, but of not giving 
Peter as much money in order that Paul 
gets some. 

"I say we've doing a good job, if I may 
say so myself. 

I couldn't run for re-election in a City of 
half a million unopposed and win. 

I must be doing something right. Other 
members of the council who ran for re- 
election and were incumbents received large 
majority^ votes. That doesn t mean that 
they're perfect or were perfect."

There are an estimated 50,000 diabetics 
in Santa Clara County, with many suspected 
as undiagnosed, according to Dr. Monroe 
Gross, president of the Diabetes Society of 
Santa Clara County. 


As part of the observance of "Diabetes 
Month," Dr. Gross today reminded adults 
over 30 who do not have regular physical 
check-ups that they are available FREE 
through the seven Santa Clara County Pub¬ 
lic Health Department "screening program." 
These check-ups screen for glaucoma, heart 
disease, and lung disease, as well as dia¬ 
betes. Upon request, an individual may be 
tested for tuberculosis, sickle cell anemia, 
and cancer (for women). 

Appointments for physical check-ups 
should be made by telephone. Clinics are

In fact he is a 
combination of Brando, Robert Mitchum and 
James Dean, which is no small feat in the 
days of super stardom. 

The story concerns one Rocky Balboa, a 
30-year-old loser. He works for a local loan 
shark in collection and fights small local 
fights for whatever he can get. His life lacks 
real purpose or direction. There is nothing 
in the future and no real dreams except to 
keep his head above water. At the begin¬ 
ning of the film we find our hero punching 
it out in an "arm-pit" of a ring with another 
local loser, Spyder Ricco. After winning the 
fight and collecting his $40 winnings, minus 
taxes, locker rental, etc. ... he returns to 



Earlier in the year I had stated that 
Marathon Man" was the best picture of 
the year. And to be very truthful at that 
time it was, until now. "ROCKY" is the kind 
of picture that comes along once every ten 
or so years. In this case, there hasn't been 
a picture like this since the 1950's. It is a 
combination of "On The Waterfront," 
Marty" and "Somebody Up There Likes 
Me. It is a simple story of simple people 
and how one 30-year-old loser gets a million- 
to-one shot to fight for the heavyweight 
cnampionship of the world. And how no- 
one pays any attention to him, until then. 
And only then because he is something of 
an novelty, the boxing world does not really 
,aKe Rocky, the Italian stallion Seriously. 

The lead is played by the man who wrote 
it, Sylvester Stallone. You are probably say¬ 
ing who? But after seeing the film you will 

cf n- Sayi n g T ', " Yeah ' S+allone ’ +he kalian 
Stallion. That's what he calls himself in the 
picture, his fight nick-name. Stallone is an 


his gym, only to find out that he has been 
moved out of his locker and his things put 
cn skid row in order to make room for a new 
talent. Things are looking up for Rocky. 

While all this is going on, the heavyweight 
champion of the world has just been in¬ 
formed that his next contender has had to 
cancel oul of the big bicentennial bout with 
the champ because of a broken hand. Ap- 
pollo, the champ (on Ali characterisation) 
wants another contender, but no one wants 
to fight him. All the rated boxers say that 
five weeks is not enough to time to train for 
the big fight. So, the champ decides to 
stage a show for the public. He will choose 
a local boy to fight him on the 200th anni¬ 
versary of the U.S.A. And he has to be 
white and for that matter he has to be 
Italian. After all, who discovered America 
but an Italian. So, fight out of the fighter's 
handbook he picks Rocky Balboa, the Italian 
Stallion, a sure "loser"! 

The film is built on the great American 
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dream, that success can be had if one is will¬ 
ing to pay the price. It's a picture that any¬ 
one can see and totally understand and love. 
It is also the kind of movie that makes one 
glad he went to the movies. Rocky leaves 
one with a feeling of happiness and self- 
confidence to go right out and do whatever 
it's been eating at you to do and succeed 
at it. It's today's "Shakespeare." The direc¬ 
tion is tight and sweet. The acting is very 
gutsy and real. But above all it's the writing 
that makes the picture, pure genius. Be¬ 
cause all during the movie one has to remind 
himself that that ROCKY (Sylvester Stal¬ 
lone) is the "loser" that put this picture all 
together. He wrote it and hustled all the 
money to make his dream come true. This 
is his story. Real life story as a struggling 
actor but in boxing trunks. 

I guarantee you won't find a better movie 
playing anywhere. By the way, the budget 
on this picture was less than a million dollars. 
That's 1/24 of what "KING KONG" cost. 
Think about that when you see it.

Well after a year of promotional hype, 
pictures, interviews, excerpts from the film 
itself (boasting a super budget of 24 million 
dollars!) the biggest movie of the year is 
here! And if you are one of the few people 
who didn't run right out on opening day to 
see it, aJI I can say you didn't miss a thing. 
Without a doubt one of the worst movies 
ever made! And that is an understatement. 
One of the worst things that could be said 
about it is the total waste of money. When 
you see the picture one wonders, "Where 
did it all go?" It has been reported that 
3 million went to build the great Kong alone. 
This particular Kong was a combination of a 
man in an ape suit, a giant mechanical 
dummp, which stands over 40 feet tall and 
a giant mechanical hand that is used in all 
the close-ups In other words, no better 
than one of those Godzilla movies from 
Japan. I take that back, it’s worse. The 
main reason for that statement is the tre¬ 
mendous waste of money. The Japanese 


don t even try to make their films realistic, 
with their limited budget, why try? They'd 
be only fooling hemselves. The reason for 
not using animated models, as done in the 
original King Kong" is that the producer 
Dino De Laurentiis said that the old method 
was exactly that, old. And that he wanted 
to up-date the original with modern techni¬ 
ques, so instead he commissions Carlo Ri- 
baldi of Italy to design a man in a monkey 
suit. So much for up-dating the monster. As 
for the story, he decided that the original 
was too short, so he decided to lengthen the 
story from the original 97 minute story to a 
boring 135 minute marathon. No, don't get 
me wrong. The movie is fine, if you're suf¬ 
fering from lack of sleep. Because believe 
you ^ me, if this doesn't put you to sleep, I 
don't know what will. You would think that 
after hiring a famous 'director like John 
Guillerman, a man who has directed such 
super flicks as "THE TOWERING INFER¬ 
NO," "THE BLUE MAX" and "TARZAN'S 
GREATEST ADVENTURE," that he could 
really get the pitcure going, but alas it never 
does. If you don't believe me, you can waste 
your time and $3.50 at the Cinema 150 to 
find out!

AEROBIC DANCING 

"Somehow, gettjng in shape and having 
fun just don't seem to come together very 
often!" says Carolyn Kovacevic, a physical 
educator and heart researcher at the Stan¬ 
ford Heart Disease Prevention Center. How¬ 
ever, where dancing and music move in, the 
boredom of routine physical exercise moves 
out.

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County Begins 
Recycling Waste 

Fifty-three special paper collection con 
tainers are being placed in convenient loca 
tions in tRe various offices of county gov¬ 
ernment from Palo Alto to Gilroy. 

The containers are part of a program to 
recycle or salvage some of the vast amount 
of waste paper discarded monthly by the 
county employees, according to Robert A. 
Sorensen, County director of general serv¬ 
ices. 

"This program can only be successful if 
each employee takes personal responsibility 
for depositing contaminant-free recyclable 
paper in the appropriate container," said 
Sorensen. 

The project was suggested by Supervisor 
Rod Diridon, and it was approved by the 
Board of Supervisors. The County hopes that 
the containers will consume the tons of 
letters, memorandums, forms, and computer 
reports produced each month by county op¬ 
erations. 

Each collection barrel has a distinctive 
emblem on the side. A list of paper products 
acceptable for recycling is posted near each 
one along with a list of products which can¬ 
not be recycled. Paper clips, staples, and 
brass paper fasteners do not need to be re¬ 
moved from the recyclable paper. 


Sorensen believes that the County re¬ 
cycling program if successful will not only 
help the ecology but also generate revenue 
for the County general fund and decrease 
expenses for garbage removal.

Neighborhood 

Disputes

It is the intention of this writer that the 
foregoing report be of some help in the 
understanding and ultimate alleviation of 
neighborhood disputes. The occurrence of 
disputes between neighbors has been around 
since people began to take residence to¬ 
gether. This destroying incident can rip 
apart neighborhoods and not uncommonly 
result in lasting injuries and even death. In 
addition, such disputes create problems for 
police, governmental agencies, and the com¬ 
munity at large. 

As a result of my past experiences with 
Sen Jose Police Department's Crime Preven¬ 
tion Division — where I served for over two 
years as a mediator in approximately 250 
neighborhood dispute cases—I am able to 
share my experiences and knowledge gained 
in hopes of contributing toward the solution 
to this mounting problem. 

Between the month of Novembér, 1973 
and July, 1974, the San Jose Human Re¬ 
lations Commission (now defunct) made a 
study of neighborhood disputes involving 
r some 47 families, 10 of which were located 
on the East side of San Jose (North of Berry- 
ess? Rd., south of Tully Rd., East of Bayshore 
Freeway and West of foothills). 

IMPORTANT FINDINGS 

1) Three-quarters of the complaints and 
three-quarters of the respondents were of 
multi-racial, multi-ethnic background. This 
presented communication problems, un¬ 
founded fears, and a general feeling of dis¬ 
trust among people in the neighborhood. 

2) About half of the families contacted 
by the Human Relations Division experienced 
UNEMPLOYMENT of one or both parents. 

3) Half to three-quarters of the families 
contacted experienced some kind of family 
structure breakdown in the form of non¬ 
communication between family members, 
individual and familial problem solving, and 
other forms of familial dysfunction. 

4) About half of the homes visited by the 
Human Relations Division were in poor «con¬ 
dition and needed moderate to major re¬ 
pairs. 

5) Almost one-third of the families con¬ 
tacted were NOT aware of available com¬ 
munity resources and their functions. 


6) About one-eighth of the families con¬ 
tacted had female heads of household. In 
these families, as well as the others, many 
of the mothers expressed some frustration at 
being with their children all day and not be¬ 
ing able to pursue their own interests. 

7) About three-fourths of the families 
contacted had a twelfth grade level of edu¬ 
cation or below and as a result they experi¬ 
enced a variety of negative feelings with re¬ 
gard to their own self-esteem and to the 
educational system itself. 

8) Half to three-fourths of the people 
contacted expressed some discontent re¬ 
garding the availability of recreational facil¬ 
ities in their neighborhood. 

9) About one-quarter of the individuals 
contacted after some discussion of the prob¬ 
lem, REALIZED that the aggression toward 
their neighbors was a RESULT of their 
FRUSTRATIONS due to their own unresolved 
personal problems. 

The typical situation that often leads to 
neighborhood confrontations and, in some 
cases results in violence or serious injury oc- 
currs when a neighbor yells derogatory re¬ 
marks at a child who he possibly suspects of 
destroying his property or disturbing his 
peace. — The child runs home crying to his 
parents that a neighbor threatened him with 
bodily harm for no apparent reason. — In¬ 
stead of the child's parents coming over to 
the neighbor's home in a peaceful manner, 
most parents overreact by pounding on the 
neighbor's door demanding an apology or 
threatening to do him harm. He in turn 
yells back at them, the police arrive at the 
scene and depending on the seriousness of 
the dispute, someone gets arrested or repri¬ 
manded. 

TYPES of complaints that cause conflict 
between neighbors ARE: Parents getting in¬ 
volved with children's fights and not knowing 
how to cope with the situation. They usually 
end up fighting ampng themselves while the 
kids make up and start to play together 
again . . . neighbor's car blocking another's 
private driveway and both neighbors get¬ 
ting upset about it . . . neighbor falsely ac¬ 
cusing another of making derogatory re¬ 
marks to his/her family without any proof 


. . . neighbor thinking his next door neigh¬ 
bor’s kids knocked down his garbage cans 
due to bad past experiences, he retaliates 
by throwing eggs or other objects onto 
their homes . . . neighbor calling the police 
on a loud party going on next door and be¬ 
ing harassed because of it . . . parents be¬ 
lieving what their children and friends say 
about another neighbor being mean to kids 
and threatening that neighbor with bodily 
harm without knowing the facts of the case 
. . . neighbors who think their kids are angels 
when the other neighbors tell them different¬ 
ly and they refuse to believe it . . . children 
running around the neighborhood creating 
trouble and parents not caring to discipline 
them because they don't want to be 
bothered. 

The major contributor to disputes be¬ 
tween neighbors is disrespect for each 
other's civil and property rights. It has al¬ 
ways been my contention that one does not 
have to love his neighbor, just respect him 
so that he will do the same to you. 

The neighbor's unwillingness in making an 
effort to know or at least understand their 
neighbor's actions or attempt to set aside 
any past grudges contributes to keeping the 
fires in neighborhood disputes going. 

There are two methods of approaching 
the handling of neighborhood disputes. The 
first approach is to hold separate house 
meetings with each neighbor involved in a 
dispute. If the dispute was not resolved by 
this approach, then the next method is to 
require both disputing families to attend a 
mediating and conciliating session to sign a 
"peace treaty." This is a commitment based 
on trust and confidence to maintain peace 
signed by all members of each family, in¬ 
cluding the children. 

An example of a signed "peace treaty" 
would be: "We, the undersigned do hereby 
agree to do the following:" 1. Cease any 
potential slanderous remarks. 2. Be more 
tolerant of minor things. 3. Keep our dogs 
from barking and running around without a 
leash. 4. Attempt to keep avenues of com¬ 
munications open in order to respectfully air 
out any differences between us. 5. Exhibit 
respect for each other's civil and property 
rights as individuals and residents. 6. Make 
our children respectful to others in the 
neighborhood, especially adults. 7. Adults 
will not yell at other neighbor's children, but 
will attempt to speak softly to them. 

The need to inform and educate neighbor¬ 
hood residents of existing agencies in the 


community is of vital importance. Such 
services could be in responce to inquiries 
concerning available health, welfare, and 
counseling agencies, public and private per¬ 
sonnel agencies, clergy people, community 
groups, resourceful individuals and others. 
Many of these agencies would possibly pro¬ 
vide counseling and/or solutions to prob¬ 
lems of a referred client. 

Locally in Santa Clara County, there are 
several agencies involved in helping others 
to obtain such services. The Santa Clara 
County Office of Administration has several 
information and referral centers located in 
different county areas. Some of their serv¬ 
ices provide family planning, financial coun¬ 
seling, legal services, mental and medical 
health services, youth services, alcoholism 
problems, child care, children's special prob¬ 
lems, counseling on drug rehabilitation, 
emergency food and housing needs, etc. The 
Social Planning Council of Santa Clara Coun¬ 
ty has an up-to-date directory of health, wel¬ 
fare, and recreation agencies and services 
available at your finger tips and the City of 
San Jose has a booklet-guide called Citizen's 
Troubleshooter consisting of city services.

Chicano Superior Court 

Judge-A Giant. Step

I was among the 270 people who crowded 
into the San Jose courtroom this week to 
witness the swearing in of our first Chicano 
judge to a Superior Court bench in Northern 
California. 

When Fred Lucero donned the black 
judicial robe, assisted by San Jose Deputy 
City Attorney Sidney Flores, I felt our Chi¬ 
cano people now had at least one person 
in the local courts that understood them. 

The appointment of Lucero marked an- 
oher step toward the recognition of a peo¬ 
ple that have long suffered the agony of 
discrimination and second class citizenship 
in our country. 

Our citizens of Mexican ancestry have not 
known the gratifying feeling that comes 
from being part of a. system where their 
voice is heard and their needs are met. 

Mexican-Americans are largely part of a 
people that have provided the stoop labor 
for our agri-business, construction labor, un¬ 
skilled and semi-skilled labor in our growing 
industry. 

They have had little representation in the 
professional, business and political worlds. 
Without this type of representation, their 
voice has had no effect in the socio-eco¬ 
nomic structure of our society. 

It is, therefore, not surprising that the 
appointment of one of them to the position 
of judge can be as significant as when this 
nation put the first man on the moon. 

Mexican-Americans realize that education 
and hard work is necessary to elevate their 
group to the-fevel where they can influence 
the court jour system to better meet 
their needs. v 

Mexican-Americans have come a long way 
since the days when their highest aspiration 
was to have a steady job or the hope that 
the cannery season would start early and 
end late. 

Our business and political forces are 
growing and every Chicano who takes a 
place of leadership in our society is con¬ 
sidered a personal feeling of achievement 
to every one of us. 


I saw tears of emotion on the faces of 
many of our Chícanos during the ceremony 
for Lucero. It was a sense of deep satisfac¬ 
tion and a thought of a still long and hard 
road ahead.

Demographic Statistics 
For Spanish Origin 

by LuisG.Juarex 

A report covering selected social, eco¬ 
nomic and demographic characteristics of 
person of Spanish origin in the United States 
was released this week by the Bureau of the 
Census, U.S. Department of Commerce. 

Among key findings summarized in the 
report are these: 

—There were about 11 million people of 
Spanish origin in the United States in March 
1976. An estimated 6.6 million of them re¬ 
ported Mexican and 1.8 million reported 
Puerto Rican origin. 

—The median income in 1975 for families 
with a head of Spanish origin was about $9,- 
600. This compares to the median for all 
U.S. families of $13,700. 

—In 1975, one in every four families of 
Spanish origin was below the low-income 
level. 

—Of the Spanish-origin population 25 
years old and over, 39 per cent were high 
school graduates, compared to 64 per cent 
of the total U.S. population. 

Information in this report was collected 
in the March 1976 Current Population Sur- 
ve yvJflie full report on the survey's findings 
will be published soon.

The Son Jose 
JOB CORPS 

by THERE5E BEAVER 


"San *Jose Job Corps is a federally 
funded manpower training program," began 
John Adams, director of the center. 

In a recent interview with EL EXCEN¬ 
TRICO, Adams explained that the program 
is designed to change the lives of young 
people (between 16 and 21) with problems 
at home and school. Most of the students 
(Job Corps Member is the official title) 
come from low-income families and are 
either high school drop-outs or work in 
dead-end jobs. 

Some of the high school graduates are 
seeking better job skills and those from 
problem-homes need a change of environ¬ 
ment while job training is carried on. 

"Our objective is to qualify these stu¬ 
dents for a job," Adams said. 

The Program was originally established by 
the Economic Opportunity Act of 1964. 
Now included as Title IV of the Comprehen¬ 
sive Employment Act (CETA) of 1973, it is 
the only national manpower program to re¬ 
tain a separate identity under CETA. 

All other federally-funded manpower pro¬ 
grams shift the responsibility of operation 
and planning to local, county or state gov¬ 
ernments. 

The Career Systems Division of Singer 
Corporation has managed the center since 
its beginning in 1972. They have been 
awarded the contract from the U.S. Depart¬ 
ment of Labor every two years since then, 
according to Adams. 

"In its first year of operation, the center 
received very poor publicity and had poor 
relations with the community. This was,due 
to poor management and a lack of under¬ 
standing with the community of what Job 
Corps was," Adams explained. 

However, Adams said a new director, 
John Acquilano, was selected and "he 
created an atmosphere of trust and re¬ 
spectability.- 

He also developed a motivated and re¬ 
sponsive staff," Adams added. 

"Now we emphasive motivation and be¬ 
cause of that we have a very dedicated 
s ^ a W- We are also intolerant of any student 


who shows no interest," Adams continued. 

Adams said the staff trys to turn the stu¬ 
dent's thinking pattern towards long-term 
goals, but encourage lots of immediate small 
successes to build their confidence. 

This sounds like a difficult task to motivate 
240 students, (60 women and 180 men) and 
it is, according to Adams. 

"We have a large counseling staff. In 
fact, every staff member is a counselor in a 
way.. A psychiatrist does the staff train¬ 
ing," Adams said. 

This approach seems to be working well, 
as the San Jose center was rated as the top 
center of 31 centers in the United States, 
and number two in the entire Job Corps 
program during April to June 1976. A 
Puerto Rico center was rated highest. 

Factors used in ranking the centers are 
based on student completion rate, place¬ 
ment rate, weekly termination rate, average 
on-board strength, and direct and total op¬ 
erating costs. 

During the rating period, the center 
boasted an 85 per cent yompletion rate, 
compared to the national standard of 54 
per cent. ( 

The placement rate for\San Jose mem¬ 
bers was over 97 per cent, including place¬ 
ment into jobs, advanced schooling or the 
military. The national standardNv^s 93 per 
cent, as reported by the San Jose Job^Corps. 
newsletter. 

"We just graduated our 200th GED 
(General Equivalency Diploma). We have a 
100 per cent success rate, meaning every¬ 
one who has taken the test has passed. The 
exam proves the student has the level of 
proficiency for a high school diploma," 
Adams explained. 

Most of the students at the San Jose 
Center come from the Santa Clara County 
area. Recruitment and screening of male 
applicants for the program is handled by the 
State Employment Development Depart¬ 
ment. This process for women is handled by 
Women in Community Service (WICS), 
Adams said. 

The San Jose Center varies between a 
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40 and 60 per cent Mexican-American popu¬ 
lation, which makes it the only one in the 
county with such a majority. 

The training period can last from three 
months to two years, although the average 
stay is about six months, according to 
Adams. 

"To earn a $50-a-monh re-adjustment al¬ 
lowance, a student must remain here at 
least three months. This money is kept in a 
fund until they complete their training and 
is then used for such things as setting up an 
apartment, buying tools or work clothes," 
Adams said. 

Adams stressed that remaining at the 
center is on a completely voluntary basis. 

"The students also earn a $1 a day for 
each day they are present. However, they 
can be fined if they miss bed-check or go 
AWOL," Adams said. 

"We have strict rules and regulations 
here, but they are enforced fairly and con¬ 
sistently, he added. "Students can't claim 
ignorance as they are made aware of every 
rule." 

The Center provides remedial education, 
skill training, work experience, personal coun¬ 
seling and guidance, health services, resi¬ 
dential living and recreational activities. 
Most vocational training is done at sites 
located a way from the Center by private 
contractors and schools. 

"Some of our students have never seen 
a doctor, a dentist or have never slept in a 
bed; Although this is an exception, many of 
them have only had minimal exposure to this 
type of environment," Adams said. 

There are approximately 20 different 
basic job skill areas available through the 
center, with many variables in each skill area. 
They include automotive mechanics, draft¬ 
ing, electronic assembly, medical and dental 
assistance, welding and more. 

Perhaps the message on a Job Corps 
phamphlet best describes the atmosphere 
. at the center: 

"It won't be easy at the San Jose Job 
Corps Center. You will have to work hard, 
and the rules are strict. But if you want a 
chance for a better future and you are will¬ 
ing to try and help yourself, the Job Corps 
may be the answer."

Ramon "Tiny" Contreras

I am a 39-year-old prisoner serving multi¬ 
ple life sentences at Soledad Prison. From 
my cell, No. 327, I write this letter to the 
people. I hope to reach out and touch the 
warm brown hearts of the Mexican people of 
my hometown—San Jose. I used to live in 
the east side on Felipe Avenue from 1947 
to 1956. 

This is not my first time in prison. I first 
entered the prison system in 1956, for armed 
robbery at the age of 18.1 was paroled from 
this prison in March of 1959. In November 
i960 I was sentenced to prison again for 
receiving stolen property. During the next 
ten years I served three different terms at 
San Quentin (5-and-one-half on my last 
term). I was discharged from prison without 
parole in November of 1970. I lived in San 
Jose with friends. I was arrested in July of 
1971 for a series of armed robberies. In 
October 1971, I was sent back to prison for 
10 counts of armed robbery, escape and 
possession of narcotics. In November I was 
sent to Folsom Prison to serve 15 years to 
life. In 1973, I was convicted of a prison 
murder and sentenced to serve an additional 
9 years to life for 2nd degree murder and 
5 years to life for assault by a life prisoner 
—to run consecutive. I did 3 years, 4 months 
in Maximum Security Units. While in these 
units I started writing poetry and decided 
to compile my writing into a book, which I 
entitled "Moments of Confinement." Its in¬ 
gredients are factual accounts of my life, 
and of the prison world. Drugs, violence, and 
organized prison murder. There are many 
people out there in the so-called free world 
that hear little of prison life, its bloody race 
riots, food strikes, work strikes, and killings. 

During the last six years more and more 
people, especially the Mexican people, have 
begun hearing about powerful Mexican 
prison organizations such as "La Mafia Meii- 
cana," "Le EME" or "ENE-EFE" . . . better 
known in San Jose as "La Nuestra Familia." 

La Nueve Familia" — Moments of Confine¬ 
ment" explains these organizations. I have 
completed "Moments of Confinement" and 
am ready to publish it. I hope to have the

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Ramon "Tiny" Contreras 
'‘The Hottest Prisoner"

Ramon "Tiny" Contreras of San Jose is 
marked for execution and it’s literally driving 
him crazy. 

He left here five years ago and his return 
address for the moment is Soledad prison. 

Officials in the Deartment of Corrections 
admit he's "the hottest prisoner" in the state 
penal system because in December 1972 
Contreras took part in the murder of re¬ 
puted Mexican Mafia chieftian Rudolph Ca¬ 
dena. 

The Mexican Mafia, a California prison 
gang, has been after Contreras ever since, 
and officials in Sacramento say the execu¬ 
tion contract put out on Contreras will 
"probably" be carried out eventually. 

They (the Mexican Mafia) have a long 
memory. They don't forget," Earl Muff, a 
spokesman for the Department of Correc¬ 
tions stated. 

Prison officials keep Contreras in solitary 
confinement and he is moved only with the 


permission of the top people in the Depart¬ 
ment of Corrections, Muff said. 

The pressure of prison life and the "sen¬ 
tence of death" is driving him crazy, Con¬ 
treras told the news media recently. Prison 
doctors agree and have diagnosed him as a 
paranoid schibophrenic. 

"Facing one guy is one thing, but facing 
an organization is something else," Con¬ 
treras said. 

Contreras has been given the grand tour 
of the state prison system as authorities keep 
him moving in an attempt to thwart the 
"contract" to kill him. 

"We're doing everything we can to keep 
him alive," Muff said. "And it's tough. His 
anxiety is well-founded." 

Contreras wants a transfer to Atascadero 
State Hospital for the criminally insane, but 
so far officials have turned down his request. 

The former San Jose resident was sen¬ 
tenced to an indefinite term in state prison 
by Santa Clara County Superior Court 
Judge James B. Scott in 1971. Contreras 
was sentenced for escape, possession of 
heroin and armed robbery. 

Contreras recently wrote to EL EXCEN¬ 
TRICO and the Mercury to share his plight. 

"This is the first time I have ever pre- 
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sented a problem to anyone," Contreras 
said in his carefully-prepared, hand-written 
12-page letter. 

"I always did my time and kept quiet 
about how prisons were run, but with all the 
(deleted) madness and violence in prison . . . 

I want out," he wrote. He explained that 
"out" means a transfer to Atascadero where 
he could rest in an asylum in the old sense. 

After the sentence was handed down in 
Judge Scott's courtroom five years ago, the 
then 34-year-old San Jose man was taken 
to Vacaville Guidance Center for a short 
time before he was transferred to Folsom 
State Prison. 

In July 1972 he was locked up in the 
prison's isolation-segregation section be¬ 
cause he was suspected of being a gang 
member, Contreras said. 

"They suspected I belonged to either the 
Mexican Mafia or the Nuestra Familia. 
These organizations are powerful through¬ 
out the California penal system, deal in or¬ 
ganized prison murder and control of Cali¬ 
fornia prisons," Contreras said. 

"While in the prison's segregation unit, I 
was approached by high-ranking members 
of the Mexican Mafia and was asked to exe¬ 
cute a murder contract. I was asked to kill 
a high-ranking member of Nuestra Familia, 
a general," Contreras said. 

The former San Jose man refused and a 
contract was put out on him, he said. Prison 
officials sent Contreras to a maximum se¬ 
curity segregation unit at Chino prison. 

While at Chino, two prisoners were 
stabbed one day by Mexican Mafia mem¬ 
bers and a "general" — Mafia Chieftain 
Cadena — was stabbed 59 times the next 
day. Prison officials charged Contreras and 
two other men with the murder and they 
were convicted. Contreras received another 
indefinite sentence. He was sent to Soledad 
where he was segregated from the general 
prison population. He had become what of¬ 
ficials call "the hottest man" in the Califor¬ 
nia prison system. 

While Contreras was in the protective 
custody unit murders and stabbings took 
place. The pressure of violence as a constant 
companion began to affect Contreras' mind. 

"This madness had its effect on me, and 
I was under a lot of pressure because I didnt' 
want to join (a gang)," Contreras wrote. 

"Then I had to put up with the prison 
staff telling me they found a "hit list" (a 
list of prisoners to be killed) and my name 


was on it," he said. 

When he cracked under the pressure, 
Contreras was sent to Vacaville Medical 
Center where he was diagnosed as a para¬ 
noid schizophrenic. 

At Vacaville Contreras asked for treat¬ 
ment for his mental condition which he said 
was getting worse. "They made a recom¬ 
mendation that I be transferred out of the 
state of California to Leavenworth, Kan., or 
Atlanta, Ga., to serve time, but I told them 
I did not want to go out of state," he said. 

Eventually he was returned to Soledad, 
where he again was placed in protective 
custody away from the other prisoners — 
his potential executors. 

Since Contreras wrote his letter officials 
at Soledad reported that a 29-year-old con¬ 
vict, Domingo Rodriquez, became the 18th 
inmate to be stabbed at the prison last year 
(1976). . j 

"Not knowing where to start (I am hoping 
that) maybe you know somebody out there 
you can send up to this madhouse to visit 
me," Contreras wrote.
